How to pay for it 
is the big question

AUSTIN — Gov. Greg Abbott 
called this week for top teachers 
in Texas to earn six-figure sala- 
ries, a wage now earned by less 
than 1 percent of the state’s edu- 
cators. 

About 400 of the state’s 
363,000 teachers earned more 
than $100,000 in the 2017-18 
school year, a San Antonio Ex- 
press-News/Houston Chronicle 
analysis of teacher salary data 
shows. 

The teachers making six 
figures have nearly 19 years of 
experience, on average, and are 
loading up on extra-curricular 
activities, like coaching sports 
teams or leading the high school 
orchestra or band, records show. 

State lawmakers, including 
the Texas education commis- 
sioner, repeatedly have said 
school districts should reward 
high-quality teachers with high- 
er salaries, especially those who 
teach at struggling schools. 

The state’s average teacher 
pay was estimated at $53,000 
this year — about $7,000 below 
the national average. Many 
teachers struggle to keep up 
with the rising cost of living 
unless they take on more duties 
at school. 

Abbott stated his new goal for 
teacher salaries during a round- 
table discussion with teachers in 
New Braunfels on Monday, after 
lawmakers unsuccessfully tried 
to increase pay for teachers last 
year. 

“We want to structure the 
compensation plan that would 
be the very best educators on 
the pathway to earning a six- 
figure salary,” Abbott said, ac- 
cording to Austin TV station 
KXAN. “That will reward good 
educators but, in addition to it, it 
will attract other people into the 
profession who will create a

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — Paul Manafort, Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s former campaign chairman, 
was convicted Tuesday in his financial fraud trial, 
bringing a dramatic end to a politically charged 
case that riveted the capital. 

The verdict was a victory for special counsel 
Robert Mueller, whose prosecutors introduced 
extensive evidence that Manafort hid millions of 
dollars in foreign accounts to evade taxes and lied 
to banks repeatedly to obtain $20 million in loans. 

Manafort was convicted of five counts of tax 
fraud, two counts of bank fraud and one count of 
failure to disclose a foreign bank account. 

The jury was unable to reach a verdict on the 
remaining 10 counts, and the judge declared a 
mistrial on those charges.

We're going to 
have to start all over, from 
Square 1,” he said. 

Others were even less fortu- 
nate. The woman killed in the 
blaze had not been identified,
